Washington—Of great significance, both political and economic. Is the 


tie-up just effected between the United States and Brazil. Beckoned by 
Germany, Brazil has chosen the United States. It means just that. 


Politically, the arrangement means that Germany's hope of using Bra- 


zil as her foothold on thte western hemisphere has been crushed. Eco- 
nomically, the arrangement means that American cap- 
ital and American interests will have the inside track 
in Brazil. Thus the political and economic interests 
of this South American country, which is as large as 
the United States plus another Texas, are pointed to- 
ward the United States instead of toward totalitarian 
countries in Europe. 


This is a 2-way deal from which both parties stand 


to benefit immeasurably. 


Brazil promises, among other things, to undertake 


the following: 


1. Resume payment of interest and principal on 


some $350,000,000 in defaulted bonds owned by Ameri- 
can citizens. 


2. Create a central bank, somewhat after the fed- 


eral reserve system, which will steady the value of 
Brazilian currency in terms of dollars, to eliminate Raymond Clapper 
violent fluctuations which cause American exporters so much grief. 


3. Remove restrictions from the exchange market, re-establishing a 


free monetary economy so that Americans doing business in Brazil can

4. Employ the financial experts of our government in setting up this

One who signs himself Niall Oren Meagher writes 


in a letter published in the New York World-Tele- 
gram that I said the Irish immigrants were despised. 
That word does not occur in the copy, but, since Mr. 
Meagher mentions it, all right; they were despised by 
many of the native Americans, and that is not my 
testimony but the testimony of history. They were

subjected to about the same kind of treatment that would be meted to 
the Jews if the nazi friends of Father Coughlin could have their way in 
this country. Lace curtains and 75 years have made a big difference in 
the Coughlins. 


Mr. Meagher says I wrote the Irish were "a problem to America." 
Thai's a lie. I didn't say it. 
He says I wrote that the Irish 


were "radicals."'

with Irish names. Aside from the 
fact that Americans are Americans, 
whatever their names, these rec- 
ords have no bearing on the situa- 
tion which I discussed. I was show- 
ing that in the time of Coughlin's 
own grandparents in this country 
the Irish were the victims of perse- 
cution for their race and religion 
and, incidentally, for a few honest 
imperfections of their own. 


I was making the point that a 


man of Irish descent looks like hell 


Gannon said I animadverted against 
the courage of the Irish.

ATTENDING OUR LITTLE WAGNER 


ACT 


The proposal to postpone all strikes 


affecting perishable goods by compelling 
a ten day notice of the intention to strike 
is manifestly n sop to the farmers but 
just as manifestly a sound proposition. 


Just why we must stay in that eternal 


rut of dealing out sops to various por- 
tions of our population instead of trying 
to write a law that would approximate 
justice for all is not within the present 
purview of this article to answer. 
But 


it is very seldom, and in the rarest of 
cases, that any immediate strike can be 
called without doing just as much harm 
to those involved as if the concern han- 
dled the usual agricultural products of a 
perishable nature. Certainly all industrial 
or manufacturing plants deal with raw 
materials in many stages of production 
that mean substantial damages if the 
production process is not carried through 
to an immediate conclusion. 
And just 


as certain)? if the staying hand of the 
law postpones a strike in a canning fac- 
tory for ten days without doing a single 
bit of harm to the workers the same 
method of procedure would be appro- 
priate for workers and management alike, 
and irrespective of the sort of products 
the concern handled. 


In truth the proposition of delaying 


strikes is little else than an evidence of 
civilization. Anyone can get mad, fly off 
the handle and take some step injurious 
to himself or others that he will regret. 
It never has yet hurt people to sleep a 
few calm nights over important affairs 
and particularly those concerning which 
decisions may mean much of weal or woe. 


But the proposal at Madison to compel 


the licensing of labor representatives has 
no merit unless noseyness has become a 
virtue. 


The dominant theory that is advanced 


with the purpose of creating the best re- 
lations between labor and capital and se- 
curing justice for both is predicated upon 
the proposition that, insofar as humanly 
possible, each shall be an independent en- 
tity in and by itself. 


There may be a bit of vindictiveness in 


this licensing amendment. Labor organ- 
izations have sometimes used the legisla- 
ture to encroach unduly upon the sphere 
of the employer. They have attempted 
to cripple him during tha existence of 
controversies by creating heavy handicaps 
in relation to whom he shall employ, for 
what purpose and under what sort of ad- 
vertisements or notices to the public. Now 
the raven is coming back to roost on 
labor's fence. 
But after labor takes a 


good look at it, and realizes that when 
it had the upper hand in legislative halls 
it was not always entirely fair with the 
-employer, the best procedure for the pub- 
lic is to shoo the raven off and be done 
with it. 


Above everything else there should not 


enter into this legislation any of the 
spirit of vindictiveness«. or retaliation.

LLOYD GEORGE ON THE VERSAILLES 


TREATY 


David Lloyd George, the only living 


member of the Big Four who held the 
destiny of the world in writing the Ver- 
sailles Treaty, 
has 
published his me- 


moirs of that occasion in order to return 
the fire that has been constantly leveled 
at him since. 


Mr. Lloyd George thus faces a rather 


hideous welter of acid bitterness and was 
put to it to call all his vast resources of 
political acumen out to meet the demand. 


He deals with a defense that may be 


called admission and avoidance, that is, he 
shifts the blame. He spreads responsi- 
bility upon other Englishmen by quoting 
their opinions at the time. 


And then this skilled fencer once more 


shifts his stance slighty and declares that 
the treaty was entirely all right and pro- 
vided a correct basis for the reconstruction 
of Europe but that those who succeeded 
himself, Clemenceau, Orlando and Wood- 
row Wilson, the Big Four, were not of the 
superman structure, repudiated 
solemn 


guaranties and effectually abandoned the 
instrument. 


In one particular and not an unimpor- 


tant one Mr. Lloyd George has some 
basis for this statement. The treaty dis- 
armed Germany. But it also contained 
the important declaration that the victors 
would also disarm. Britain. America and 
the British dominions deliberately ful- 
filled this engagement in substantial par- 
ticulars but the others would have noth- 
ing of it and were thus "guilty of an 
outrageous breach of faith.'' 


French refusal to disarm even in the 


face of a disarmed Germany, as well as 
the development of an even keener hos- 
tility between France and Germany than 
existed during the war -was attributed to 
Poincare of whom the author says: 


"Poincarc took ihc most ruthless, un- 


reasonable and impractical view of hi* 
djty. His hatred of Germany was sn 
obsession. He performed his tasks as 
a bailiff v.ho had a grudcc against the

Actually, as 
may be seen, West was somewhat 
on the spot He could not know- 
that his partner had the K-10 of 
spades, hence could not safely re- 
turn a spade. For example, declarer 
might have had the A-10 instead of 
the A-7. Nor could West count on 
his own partner holding the dia- 
'mond queen. - For all he could tell, 
the return of the sinpleton diamond 
king might be fatal. I do not think 
that any criticism can be attached to 
West's actual selection of a low club 
at this point but the fact remains 
that it was quite a boon to the de- 
clarer. The lead -was allowed to 
run to the closed hand and was won 
with the ten spot Now the ace and 
queen of clubs were cashed and de- 
clarer returned to his own hand 
with a spade in order to discard 
dummy's last spade on the club 
king. Finally another diamond trick 
was graciously conceded to the de- 
fenders. The extra trick gave this 
particular North-South team a very 
good match-point score 
on the 
board. 


Compare the two methods of play. 


In the first case it will be noted 
that the declarer risked everything 
on a 3-3 break of the clubs or the 
drop of the jack. In the second 
case the declarer did not give up 
this opportunity, but he did make 
a preliminary play that might (and 
did) relieve the situation if the 
desired club break failed to ma- 
terialize. It is an extremely simple 
example of conserving one's chances 
without leaving everything to fate.

Be Classified in Schools

Life would be very simple in school if all a teacher had to know about 


a child was what the tests told him. So easy to say, "This child has an 
I.Q. of ninety. Put him in the lower quarter, Class four," and go on from 
there with him. "And this child has an I.Q. of one hundred and thirty- 
two. Put him in the upper quarter and let him get along as rapidly as 
he likes. Class One." 


Very simple. Everybody labelled, everybody set in his right place. Ring 


the bell and let's begin. And what happens to all the careful classifica- 
tion? Does it make teaching smooth and easy? Bring fine results in each 
class, the slow and retarded child going along at his rate, and the speedy 
one speeding through the course of study like a hot knife through butter? 
And all those ordinary ones, do they trudge along and arrive at the term's 
end all even, graded eighty-five percenters? 


Nothing like that No sooner does work start than the teacher finds 


that the boy in the fourth seat isn't paying attention. He has one of the 
highest LQ/s in the school. And he keeps right on paying no attention, 
getting nowhere with his job. And the others manifest strange and puz- 
zling attributes, failing in one subject, doing well in another, getting 
along nicely with their companions 
or not getting along at alL This one 
balks and that one weeps; this one 
who was so dull has a gift lor dra- 
matics; that one who was so keen 
on math hasn't done a thing with it 
but shines in music. The teachers 
feel like the poultry keeper who, 
having put a dozen chicks in a bas- 
ket finds himself jumping all over 
the lot in his efforts to keep them 
there.

Confidence Needed 


As with any other kind of dog 


training, the pupil must have the 
utmost confidence in the trainer. 
Frequent association of the two will 
promote this bond, and the entire 
care and feeding in the hands of the 
one person is also an important part 
of the routine. The dog should not 
be teased, and never fooled. 


With a young puppy the training 


might best be in the spirit of play. 
About 
one year of age is soon 


enough 
to begin really 
bearing 


down, unless the pupil shows a 
definite tendency to shake those 
wild, foolish antics, and settle down 
to serious business earlier. If the 
dog cows at every little bit of dis- 
ciplinning administered, it seems 
bad practice to attempt important 
training. 


At a few months of age the pup 


should be taught to come to call or 
whistle. This will be found very 
important in herding work, and 
will be easily accomplished by us- 
ing the command to bring the dog 
in to his meals. This should almost 
become second nature to him. 


Use Check Cord 


Stopping at command must also 


be learned thoroughly. A long 
check corcl, as used by the trainers 
of hunting dogs, will bs found an 
ideal accessory in teaching this les- 
son. Although many sheep dogs are 
taught to lie down when, the stop" 
order is given, we see no reason 
why the sitting position assumed by 
the hunting spaniel at the com- 
mand. "Hup," should not be pre- 
ferred. 


If the left arm is used to signal 


the dog at each verbal order, much 
needless shouting will be avoided 
as the movements ars associated 
with the spoken or whistled com- 
mands.
